Amount and Source of Funding: Funding in the amount of $343,370 is available in the Approved Fiscal
Year 2005-2006 Capital Budget for the Austin Water Utility. Funding for the extension options is
contingent upon available funding in future budgets.

No
subcontracting opportunities were identified; therefore, no goals
were established for this solicitation.

This contract is for the supply, delivery, planting, and maintenance of trees as part of the tree
replacement program associated with trees removed through the Austin Water Utility's, Austin Clean
Water Program (ACWP). The ACWP is a program to rehabilitate and replace deteriorated sanitary sewer
lines throughout the City, and includes over 80 separate construction projects. The City's Land
Development code requires the planting of new trees to compensate for any trees removed as part of
these projects. Instead of including the planting of new trees in each of these individual construction
projects, the Water Utility worked with the Watershed Protection & Development Review Department to
develop one overall Tree Supply and Planting service contract to address anticipated tree mitigation
requirements for all the ACWP projects.
